EXPOSE OF POLICE PENDING. 


Detectives Engaged by Y. M. C. 
A. Preparing Startling Report. 


VICE TRUST IS ALLEGED. 


Syndicate Declared to Exist Which 
Protects Violators of Law. 


A report on police eonditions in Chicago, 
similar to the one with which Capt. Alexander 
Piper electrified the New York department 
two years ago, is being prepared by inves- 
tigators for the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation, 

As a result the police department is threat- 
ened with a shakeup of the real kind, not 
the kind engineered by Chief Collins from 
the top. From statements made by one of 
the investigators the nature of the unfiled 
charges became known. The alleged inef- 
ficiency of the department and its connec- 
tion with vice form the ground work of the 
report. 

Detectives brought in from other cities 
have -been working quietly In Chicago for 


the association for more than a month, and } 


no suspicion of their presence in the city 
leaked out. The work has been confined 
principally to the south and north sides, 
with some investigation of the downtown 
districts, particularly the disorderly hotelg, 
which the police made such a noise . bout 
closing up a few weeks ago, but which now 
are running as wide open as ever. 
To Expose “Levee’’ Syndicate. 

The startling feature of the report promises 
to be an exposé of the First ward levee syn- 
dicate, leading up from police noninterfer- 
ence and regular graft to. the divekeepers 
and politicians who head it. The secret of 
‘“‘Andy” Craig's power in. continuing the 
only saloon frequented by women left in 
“ Whisky row,” with constant ahd open vio- 
lations of the law, and notorious police blind- 
nese, is expected to be revealed. 

The police have laughed in their sleeves 
at the Young Men’s Christian association 
since the Justice Chott flasco on the west 
side, where investigators charged that a 
syndicate existed for the constant protec- 


tion of vice and the levying of tribute from 


immoral women. The association investi- 
gators, however, went on working, brought 
im some expert help, and claim to have found 
“the goods”’ in the south side system. 

The report promises to stir up one of the 
biggest police scandals since Capt. Piper's 
investigation. The report is not ready for 
publication yet, and the investigators were 
unwilling to talk. 

Declares Police Force Corrupt. 

“J will say,” said one of the private detec- 
tives, “ that I. have found Chicago to have 
the most corrupt, police force of any of the 
big cities. I am known in other cities, but 
not here, so I have been able to find out many 
things that they would not reveal to a man 
they knew. 

“T have seen policemen on the Twenty- 
second street levee openly allow street walk- 
ers to ply their trade. I have seen them 
jaugh at a complaint of a man who was ac- 
costed, then walk down the street with the 
woman, jaughing and joking in the best of 
humor. 

“ This syndicate is under the direct control 
of three men. Theré are two more at the 
head of it, who get the collections every week 
and divide them among the members. I am 
not able to say that I can prove where this 
final high division is, but I will have an in- 
teresting report. 


Laws Violated with Impunity. 

“The three men who enjoy this police 
immunity are saloonkeepers. Their places 
make little pretense at obeying the law. I 
have seen a boy beaten and robbed in one 
saloon, then thrown into the street, where 
the police picked him up and took him to the 
hospital. No complaint ever was@ made 
against the saloon or its proprietor, al- 
though the boy might have died,

Cites Proof of Inefficiency. 

“The number of holdyps on the south side 
recently illustrates the inefficiency of the 
force, even with the added 1,000 men. The 
police resent interference and criticism. They 
act as if they were the enemies of the peo- 
ple, instead of the paid servants. 

“On the north eide I have talked to a 
policeman in full uniform who acted as a 
‘capper’ for a disorderly house. I told him 
I. was a stranger and asked him a good 
place to go. He pointed out a house to me, 
even walked down the street to show it to 
me. He told me he knew all about it and 
that a man could go in there with thousands 
of dollars in his clothes and not be robbed, 

“TT would not trust many of the police in 
this town to do their duty. If I should make 
a complaint against some law breaker I 
would follow the case up and see that the 
policeman testified in court. I would be 
afraid that he would find some snag that 
would sidetrack him. That is the confidence 
I have learned by experience.” 


Women Insulted in Street. 

It was this investigator who, in the guise of 
an indignant citizen, entered the Central po- 
lice station in the efternoon and complained 
to Sergeant Pearsall that some young men 
were wandering up and down State street in- 
sulting women, and that no policeman was 
on: hand to stop them. 

*T could not find a policeman from Van 
Buren street to Randolph street,’’ he sald, 
“That speaks well for the principal street 
of the city. It is a rainy day, though, sol 
suppose they are in their retreats. These 
young men were ‘mashers,’ who had been 
drinking just enough to make them more 
bold than usual. They stopped every woman 
they came to, swearing and addressing vile 
remarks’ to her.*’ 

Sergeant Pearsall sent out a detective to 
hunt the young men up, but made no expla- 
nation for the absence of the police in the 


street. 


SEVENTEEN MEN AND A WOMAN

It was suggested that the time was short, 
and that to comply with the law 80,000 peti- 
tioners would have to ask for a referendum 
by Feb. 2.

Corporation Counsel Lewis, it is under- 
stood, still has some objections to the fran- 
chise ordinances.

As soon as possible after the wreck tele/ 
phonic messages were at once sent to this 
city ahd ambulances were quickly dlepatched 
to the scene from the Soldiers’ home and all 
hospitela. Superintendent Sylvester also 
ordered out the police reserve. A special 
relief train was quickly made up, but did 
not get back to the city with the injured until 
after 8 o'clock. On the ¢rain an unknown 
white boy ebout 12 years old and en us- 
known man about 85 years old, died. 

Ghastly Scene Greets Rescuers. 

A frightful scene greeted the rescuers who 
first reached the scene, For 150 yards on 
either side of the track dead bodies were 
strewn, and with them lay dying and injured 
men and women. The dead were laid aside 
and covered with blankets as fast as they 
could be taken from the 4ébris. 

In the darkness and fog there was great 
confusion. The number of dead and dying 
increased as rescuers went among the wreck- 
age, and horrible scenes were witnessed on 
every hand. . ' 

In the first confusion and excitement it was 
impossible to determine the terrible havoc 
wrought. Those. passengers in the forward 
coach who were but slightly injured heard 
the groans of dying and terribly wounded, 
and did what they could to give aid. It soon 
was realized, however, that little could be 


done in the dark, with but few placestotake © 
the injured, and a number of the passengers ~ 


least hurt started to walk to Brookland.  — 

One of the grewsome tasks of those who 
rushed to the scene of the wreck was the col- 
lection of dismembered limbs, trunks, and 
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heads of human bodies, which were scattered | 
along the rails. It required fully three hours 
on the part of the workers to gather these 
fragments of human beings together and 
spread them along the banks of the raflroad 
track. 

Identification was extremely difficult in 
the darkness, and it was not until after 12 
o’clock tonight that the bodies were brought 
to Washington and taken to the morgue. 

Many of the bodies thus patched together 
have not been identified. 

Railroad Slow to Send Aid. 

Despite the horror of the wreck, the rail- 
road officials were extremely slow in doing 
anything to relieve the situation. A gang of 
men was sent to the scene, but they did ttle 
toward affording any relief 

Practically all that was done aside from 
the work of relief and recovery of the dead 
was done by the police and citizens who 
volunteered to help. As late ae 10:30 o'clock, 
more than three hours after the wreck, no 
official or superintendent of the railroad 
was upon the scene to do anything toward the 
removal of the bodies. A police guard kept 
elose watch over the bodies of the dead until 
the arrival of the train to remove them to 
Washington. 

Looting Feature Is Absent. 

Bo tar as the police were able to discover 
no attempt was made by any in the crowd to 
loot the bodies, although hundreds of people 
went to the scene to view the wreck. 

In one or two instances empty handbags

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were found, but it wae impossible to deter- 
mine whether their contents bad been ab- 
stracted by some thief or had been scattered 
when the wreck occurred. In moet instances, 
however, when the clothing of the victims 
‘was searched the contents of pockets and 
purses were found intact, and the police took 
good care to see that they were kept so. 
Hundreds Rush to Scene. 

News of the accident did not spread gen- 
erally through the city for some time after 
it occurred, but later in the evening hun- 
Grede hastened to the scene looking for 
friends and relatives who were thought to 
have been on the train. At the dingy old 
station in this city a large crowd gathered 
as the relief train bringing in the wounded 
came in and the ambulances were filled. 
Such an accident was never known in the 
capitol city, the victims being for the most 
part residents here. 

Of the injured seven have been taken to 
Freedmanti’s hospital, fifteen to United States 
Goldiers’' Home hospital, and twenty have 
been brought into the city on a special train 
over the Baltimore and Ohio, to be carried 
to various hospitals. 


Disaster Shocks Washington. 

Nothing since the Ford theater disaster, 
about fifteen years ago, when a large num- 
ber of government clerks were killed by the 
collapse of a portion of the building, has pro- 
duced such a shock as the disaster tonight. 
No railroad accident within a great many 
years in the District,of Columbia has ap- 
proached it in magnitude. The dense fog 
and drizzling rain which prevailed through- 
out the day and tonight and the inability of 
the engineer of the rear train to see the 
signal showing that another train was in the 
block were the chief factors in the disaster. 
The fact that the grade at the place where 
the tragedy occurred is downward and the 
tracks were slippery helped. 

The accommodation train was in the block 


just as the train left Terra Cotta station the 
crash came. We were carried in the wreck- 
age for some distance. I do not know how 
I got out of the wreckage, but Mr. I. Darby, 
@ groceryman from Washington, assisted 
me to the drug store.” 

Track Looks Like Shambles. 
Frank P. Bodlitz, a newspaper man of 
Frederick, M4., who was slightly injured, in 
describing his experience said: 

“I was in the car next to the smoker talk- 
ing with a gentleman and his wife from 
Detroit, Mich. We were all standing up, 
the car being crowded. Suddenly we heard 
an awful noise and then a crash. Women 
began screaming and the next thing I knew 
I found myself rolling down an embankment, 
where some one picked me up and I found 
I was not badly hurt. | 
“It was impossible to describe the scene. 
Women and children were shrieking and 
drowned the groans of the dying. Children 
were running about crying for their parents, 
and mothers and fathers were rushing 
around trying to find their children. The 
dead and injured were strewn along the 
track for a distance of a mile.” 

Leading Doctor Among Dead. 
Dr. E. O. Bolt, one of the most prominent 
physiciane of Washington, and his sons, Ed- 
win, 7 years old, and Sinclair, 5 years old, 
were passengers on the train. Edwin was 
killed and the father and the other son are 
missing, and it is feared by their friends that 
they are among the list of unidentified dead 
at the morgue. 
A most miraculous escape was that of Dr. 
Parker of this city. It was said that he was 
the only man among the passengers who 
escaped without a scratch. He was in the 
smoking car asleep at the time of the acci- 
dent 

Bodies Buried in Debris. 

Shortly before midnight a hospital train 
which had been sent from Washington ar- 
rived at the scene of the wreck and the work 
of taking away the bodies of the dead was 
begun. The unidentified dead will be taken 
to the morgue, while the bodies of those who

He came incognito and 
put up at the Chicago club. He let not even 
his right hand know what his left hand did. 

That the deputy mayor accomplished much 
was evident, however. First there were few- 
er street car accidents @uring the day. Then 
the rain which was falling all the morning 
ceased soon after noon, doubtless through 
the efforts of the deputy mayor. Later the 
fog was dispelled. 

The @eputy mayor did not @elay his good 
work by calling on Mayor Dunne. The latter 
said last night that while he had not seen the 
Geputy mayor it was not improbable the 
deputy bad spent the day in the city secretly 
making rough places smooth. 

Johnson for Referendum. 

“I did not know Mayor Johnson wae in 
Chicago,”’ said Mayor Dunne, when he was 
asked about it. “It is true I have consulted 
him frequently on the Chicago traction ques- 
tion. I have done so because I desired his 
experience as an operator of street rall- 
roads.”’ ; 

“ Mayor Johnson is committed to the refer- 
endum, isn’t he?” the mayor was asked. 

‘‘T have heard Mr. Johnson say he favored 
a referendum on ‘public policies," Mayor 
Dunne replied. 

Deputy Mayor Johnson left the Chicage 
club at 1:30 p. m. and walked southward in 
Michiganavenue. He is an automobilist him- 
eelf, but does not believe In speeding more 
than forty miles an hour. It was noticed 
that the motor cars in. Michigan avenve, 
which had been exceeding the speed limit, 
materially slackened their pace when Mr. 
Johnson approached. Several south park 
policemen, who have seen the deputy mayor 
so often in Chicago that his large and im- 
pressive figure has become familiar, saluted 
him as he passed. 

Scares a Street Car Conductor. 

The deputy mayor walked over to Wabash 
avenue after he had passed the Auditorium 
Annex, and boarded an Indiana avenue car. 
He glanced at the fresh and shiny green 
paint critically, glowered at the conductor, 
who straightened up and.looked at some 
bits of torn transfers on the floor of the 
vehicle. The conductor hastened to pick up 
the abandoned transfers. The deputy mayor 
made some notes in a little red morocco leath- 
er covered memorandum book. 

He returned to the Chicago club an hour 
or two later, sent word to all newspaper re- 
porters that he was not In, and began to use 
the telephone busily. It was noticed that the 
telephone service at once began to im- 
prove. 

It wis learned that Deputy Mayor John- 
son was gathering information by telephone 
concerning the referendum. What informa- 
tion he secured is a secret, but at 4 o'clock 
he left the club in considerable haste, and, 
it was supposed, returned to Cleveland.

Beaten and Robbed in Hotel. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 30.—[Special.]—Pitts- 
burg’s most daring crime of the carnival that 
has reigned for months was committed early 
this morning in the Colonial hotel, where 
W. S. Morton, aged 26, a real estate dealer 
of 527 Euclid avenue, Cleveland O., was 
beaten into insensibility and then robbed. 
Morton is in the Homeopathic hospital with 
his skull fractured and his face battered in. 
He is not expected to live. 

Morton revived sufficiently this afternoon 
to say that he went to Allegheny last even- 
ing with a young man he had met several 
days before in the hotel. He remembered 
returning alone to the hotel about 2 o'clock 
this morning. They had been drinking to 
some extent, he said, but he was not intoxi- 
cated. He gays he recalis distinctly locking 
his door when he retired, 

Half an hour later he was awakened by 
some one in his room. He recognized the 
young fellow with whom he had spent the 
evening. Realizing that he was known, the 
fellow attacked Morton with a knife or 
knuckles, beat his head against the bed- 
stead until he lapsed into unconscious- 
ness. His suitéase, watch and chain, $20 or 
$30 in money, valuable papers, and some of 
his clothing were missing. The police rec- 
ognize Morton’s description of his assail- 
ant as that of a well known local criminal. 

Morton owns the Beverly hotel and other 
valuable buildings in Cleveland. He has a 
handsome home in the east end and is prom- 
inent in business circles there. 

Aged and Rich Recluse Murdered. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec, 30.—Thomas Fan- 
ning, aged 80 years, a -wealthy property 
owner, who lived alone; was murdered some 
time yesterday at his home, 1813 Olive street. 
The head had been horribly hacked with a 
hatchet. The crime was reported to the po- 
Hoe today by William Lannagan, a young 
nephew, who is the deceased's only heir, 
Lannagan was arrested by the police, but 
later freed. He told a straightforward story. 

Robbery was not the motive of the crime, 
as $2,700 was found by the policein a chest 
in the room where the body was found. In 
the old man’s pockets were a gold watch, $13 
in money, and a slip showing that he had de- 
posited $18,000 in a local bank on Dec. 5. 

Fanning had been living alone on the 
lower floor of a house which he owned since 
Dec. 21, when his wife died. 

Shoots Wife; Kills Self. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 80.—Believing that his 
wife, whom he had just shot three times, 
was dead, Robert Ford, 40 years old, of 
Homestead, a suburb, fired a bullet into his 
own brain tonight, dyinginstantly. His wife 
was not injured fatally. Ford accused her 
of infidelity. 

Father Chides Daughters; Killed. 


Monticella, Ga. Dec. 80.—[Special.]— 
James Polk, a merchant, was killed at 2 
o’clock this morning on the veranda of his 
home in the presence of his two daughters, 
Ruth and Mary, by Hubert Waldrup, a 
young man who had just returned with the 
girls from a dance. 

Polk did not want the girls to go to the 
dance, but yielded when Waldrup promised 
they would be home before midnight. Wald- 
rup did not keep his promise, as it was 2 
o'clock when he returned with the girls.

HOLDUP MAN SHOT; DYING 


ALLEGED ASSAILANT OF QUINN 
TACKLES WRONG MAN. 

Fred Bradley, One of Quartet Who 
Knocked Down and Beat Harry 5. 
Miller, Switchman, Receives Two 
Wounds, Which Physicians Say 
Will Prove Fatal— Police Believe 
He Was Implicated in Shooting of 
Former Police Lieut. Quinn. 


Fred Bradley, identified as one of the men 
who tried to hold up Harry 8S. Miller. a 
switchman for the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne 
railroad, last night, and believed by the police 
to be one of the men who shot Martin Quinn, 
former lieutenant of police, Saturday night, 
lies at the county hospital fatally wounded, 
shot by Miller. 

Miller was “returning from work to his 
residence at 1220 Lexington street when he 
was stopped by four men at Campbell avenue 
and Flournoy street. The men drew re- 
volvers and knocked Miller down, beating 
him with the butts of their weapons. Miller 
attempted to resfst at first, but was over- 
come. While lying on the ground he fireda 
shot from his pistol, which he held in an 


overcoat pocket. 

At the shot the holdup men scattered and 
fled. Miller jumped up, fired two shots into 
the air to attract attention, and then fol- 
lowed one of the robbers. Near an alleyway 
Bradley stopped and returned Miller's fire. 
He then turned and ran. 


Finds Robber Fatally Wounded. 


At this time policemen frém West Thir- 
teenth street station arrived on the scene 
and in the search Policeman Charles Mc- 
Shane came upon Bradley, who was lying 
unconscious in an alley. He was taken to 
the county hospital, where an operation was 
performed. The examination of his wounds 


| showed that he had been struck twice, once 


in the abdomen and again in the shoulder, 
and physicians at the institution said he 
could not live. 

Detectives from the Central detail were 

dispatched to the vicinity of the shooting and 
a futile search was made for the other three 
men. ;, 
. After Bradley had been operated upon 
Miller-was brought to the hospital and iden- 
tified him as the man who had attempted to 
rob him. He said he believed he was the 
man he had shot. 


Implicated in Quinn Shooting? 

An examination of Bradley's effects and 
other information possessed by the police led 
them to believe that Bradley was involved 
in the shooting of former Police Lieutenant 
Martin Quinn Saturday night. 

The address given by Bradley, 742 West 
Thirteenth street, was found to be fictitious. 
Bradley, after gaining consciousmess, gave 
a second address—812 North Campbell ave- 
nue, which is near the scene of the shooting 
of the former police official. 


More Suspects Held. 

Three other men, arrested after a chase in 
Halsted street in the evening, are also being 
held at the Central station as suspects in the 
shooting of former Lieut. Quinn. They are 
Magnus Osberg, William Sparks, and John 
Wilson. 

Nicholas Sperling, a walter, 428 Twenty- 
third street, reported to the police of the Har- 
rison street station that he had been robbed 
of a gold watch and chain valued at $50 by 
a woman early in the morning. He said he 
was walking along Wabash avenue at Fif- 
teenth street when a woman seated in a 
doorway told him she was ill and Sperling 
assisted her to her feet. A short time later 
Sperling missed his watch and chain.

Room — Magnificent Decorations to 
Completely Change Appearance of 
Bare Military Drill Hall—Mechan- 
ical Snow Storm Will Usher in New 
Year with Swirl of Flakes. 


Tonight the charity ball. 

Attired in a holiday garb such as it never 
before has known, the First Regiment ar- 
mory awaits a gathering which will not only 
mark an epoch in society but in the annals 
of things charitable. It is expected that 
the charity bal] will respond more to the 
needs of the poor than any affair of its sort 


ever given. 

By 10 o'clock, when the Princess Canta- 
cugzene and Gen. A. W. Greely will open the 
ball, the familiar interior, with its gaunt 
girders, ite steel railings, and its staring 
windows will have completely disappeared. 
In its place will be an enormous waite tent, 
its whiteness relieved here and there with 
touches of light green and gold. 


Decorations Studded with Lights. 


From the rooftree will hang great white 
baskets, like fairy chandeliers, piled with 
green leaves and studded with incandescent 
bulbs. Half way down a line of white trel- 
lis work draped with smilax will mark the 
balcony where the supper tables will be 
laid. Around the dancing floor will be the 
tiers of boxes, the solid gold of their high 
partitions setting off the brilliancy of their 
occupants’ attire. 

One tier of boxes—that at the east enu of 
the hall, which is divided by the single en- 
trance to the dancing floor—is built in pergola 
fashion, the delicate. latticed roof sprinkled 
thinly with smilax and thus allowing spec- 
tators in the balcony above to get glimpses 
of those In the boxes. 

The ‘bell is now in the hands of the decora- 
tors—and the dreasmakers. Architect Arthur 
Heun, who has charge of the decorative 
scheme, “made a day of it" yesterday, 
reaching the armory early in the morning 
and remaining until late at night. Under 
his direction a crew of men hoisted the great 
baskets into place, adjusted the muslim 
hangings, and so nearly completed the decor- 
ations that Mr. Heun says they will be 
finished early. 

Snow Storm for New Year. 


The mechanical properties for the snow 
storm which will usher in the new year have 
been arranged to perfection. The snow, 
which will consist of white confetti, will be 
released in the roof and before it has fallen 
half way to the floor will be caught and 
whirled about in realistic fashion by blasts 
from eight fane concéaled in the balconies. 
At the same time ten spot lights, each a 
different color, will play upon the flakes, all 
other lights in the hall having been turned 
out, 

Accommodations have been provided for 
2,000 people. The twelve supper rooms open- 
ing off the second balcony, with the tables 
placed on the balcony itself, will permit the 
seating of 400 people atatime. The first bai- 
cony, which will be occupied by the holders of 
tickets, has 1,200 seats and space for 400 
spectators in the foyer. The dancing floor, 
it is estimated, will be ample for 800 persons.

‘|The Rev. W. Ai Bartlett Uses 


Article by President: in 
Sunday Closing Talk. 


‘WORST PUBLIC SERVANT” 


Declared to be “‘Official Who Con- 
nives at Law Breaking;’’ 
-New York’s Experience. 


President Roosevelt's definition of the 
“ worst of all public servants" as the “ of- 
ficial. who connives at law breaking” was 
applied to Mayor Dunne in his attitude 
toward the Sunday closing law yesterday 
morning by the Rev. William A. Bartlett, 
speaking from the pulpit of the First Con- 
gregational church. 

The president's words, Mr. Bartlett ex- 
plained, were taken from an article he had 
written on “ The Observance of the Law" 
some years ago, but Mr. Bartlett maintained 
that the conditions outlined by the presi- 
dent as police commissioner of New York 
City formed a valuable object lesson for 
| Chicago in its present fight to close the sa- 
| loons on Sunday. 

“Thank God for the president and his 
noble words,” said Mr. Bartlett. “‘ Would 
to God that we had 4 mayor like.that in 
Chicago. The idea of a man sitting around 
here as Mayor Dunne does, and claiming that 
the law cannot be enforced. New York's 
problem was much more difficult than Chi- 
cago's, but the law was enforced there,” 


Appealed to President. 

“A year and a half ago I appealed to 
President Roosevelt in the interests of Sun- 
day closing,’ said Mr. Bartlett. “I called 
his attention to the fact that a number of 
saloons on West Madison street contained 
his pictures on whisky advertisements. I 
received a reply from the president's seo- 
retary not alluding to Sunday closing, but 
saying that the pictures would be removed. 

“It is a remarkable coincidence that help 
should come now from the president. This 
article was written when he was police com- 
missioner of New York. Nothing could be 
written at this time so completely covering 
every point made by the antagonists of this 
movement. Just use Chicago when he says 
New York.” 

Then he read the following words writ- 
ten by the president of the United States: 

“If there is one plain duty for the aver- 
age citizen, it is to obey the law; and if there 
is one paramount duty for public officials, 
it is to enforce the law. These two propo- 
sitions seem to be self-evident, yet very many 
of the New York newspapers and a very 
large fraction of New York's voting strength 
evidently need instruction even on these 
obvious points. 


Sunday Closing in New York. 


“ Trouble has arisen over the course of 


} 


of New York in enforcing the excise law 
and the various other laws rigidly and with 
impartiality. The law of the state of New 
York is that all liquor saloons shall be shut 
‘on Sunday. This applies as much tg New 
York City as to any other part of the state. 
In New York City, however, there is a very 
large proportion of the population, notably 
among the Germans and sons of Germans, 
and among other people of foreign birth or 
parentage, who wish to drink liquor on Sun- 
days. Many of these are entirely honest 
and respectable people, who only Wish to 
behaye as their forefathers have behaved 
for generations in the old world. Many, 
however, are lawless and disorderly; and the 
worst type of native American is invariably 
the drinking man who frequents: saloons. 
‘Over and against these men there isa large 
body of people fully in sympathy with the 
general American sentiment; that is, with 
the sentiment of the average American coun- 
try district, which is against opening the 
saloons on Sunday. 


People Deceived Themselves. 


“Those who believe in Sunday opening 
always insist that there Is a great majority 
of the people of New York City on their 
side. Whether this Is so or not I cannot say, 
and no one can with absolute certainty. 
One thing, however, is certain, a far larger 
proportion of the voters than has ever been 
conceded by the friends of the saloonkeepers 
are unquestionably in favor of closing the 
saloons on Sunday. The sentiment for which 
these people stand has hitherto been vague 
and formless, for the reason that these peo- 
ple have hitherto themselves been deceived 
by incessant staterments that the law could 
not be enforced. One of the commonplaces 
of our latter day politics has been this in- 
cessant reiteration that no severe excise law 
could be enforced in New York City. 

‘When the present board of police com- 
missioners approached the subject we were 
met with this statement on every hand. It 
was made sometimes as a warning, some- 
times as a threat, and sometimes with a 
note of despair. We were told the effort 
had been made again and again by the most 
powerful city officials, but that it always 
failed, and that any such effort always must 
fail. However, after thinking the matter 
over, We came to the conclusion that as hon- 
est officials we had no alternative other than 
to try and enforce the law. « : 


How Law Was Enforced. 

“Accordingly we summoned the police cap- 
tains before us, and informed them that the 
law must be carried out rigidly. It took us 
one or two Sundays before we could make the 
force understand that they nad to do their 
duty. For years and years the entire body 
of police had been accustomed to see the 
powerful men who stood high in the dom- 
inant political party do whatever they wished 
unmolested. For years every policeman’s 
well being had depended upon the hold he 
had over influential politicians. With a force 
trained under such conditions it needed a vio- 
lent wrench to sever them from their past 
habits. They could not at first bring them- 
selves to interfere with the rich liquor deal- 
ers, the aldermen or ex-aldermen, whom they 
had alwaye regarded as the ‘bosses’ of 
their respective wards. The honest members 
of the force, however, speedily saw the sin- 
cerity of the commission, and turned in with 
hearty zeal to execute its wishes, feeling 
much relieved themselves that at last an ef- 
fort for fair play and impartiality had been 
made. Thé rest of the force was brought 
to order by rough measures. Captains were 
transferred and rebuked or ordered for trial, 
patrolmen were fined and dismissed. When in 
a given precinct we found that certain liquor 
dealers persistently kept open, the captain 
was told that he would be put on trial and 
dismissed if they were not forthwith shut 
up. Two or three weeks of this sufficed. By 
that time the saloons were practically closed, 
and they were not again opened. 


Caused Wails on All Sides. 

“ The basest portion of the New York press, 
including some of the daily papers of largest 
circulation, went intoa perfect agony of rage 
over what we did. 

“The politicians were almost equally nerv- 
ous over our action. They were haunted by 
that nightmare of the ordinary politician, 
the fear of losing votes, and were pitifully 
anxious for the adoption of any colorless 
course which would not offend anybody, but 
which would not accomplish anything. Hav- 
ing taken our stand, however, we felt as lit- 
tle inclined to yield. 

“We have thus given, I hope, a valuable 
object lesson in the enforcement of law. [It 
happens that we have done so at the expense 
of the liquor dealers, who wish to violate the 
law for their own pecuniary benefit, and at 
the expense of their customers, who wish to 
gratify their appetKes illegally; but the les- 
son taught is just as applicable to other com- 
munities, with other needs, as it is to New 
York. More important than even the ques- 
tion of what a law is, is the question of the 
honest enforcement of thelaw. Lawleseness 
breeds anarchy.”

LOST IN FOG, CABMAN DRIVES 
HORSES TO A WATERY GRAVE. 


W. J. Stickman Runs Team Into South 
Water Street Slip and Narrowly 
Escapes Drowning. 


W. J. Stickman, employed as a driver by 
J. W. Adland, a livery man, 644 Weet Madi- 
son street, narrowly escaped drowning last 
night when, unable to see because of a dense 
fog, he drove a team of horses into alip 
“three ’’ at the foot of South Water street. 
Both horses, entangled in their harness, were 
unable to swim and both drowned. 

Stickman swam to the side of the slip and 
held on until he was rescued by members of 
the crew of the tug Silver King. The horses 
were taken from the water later on by Mar- 
shal Edward Buckley and the crew of hook 
and ladder No. 8. 

After he had been taken to a houseboat 
where the tug crew lives, Stickman was ar- 
rested on a charge of disorderly conduct and 
locked up at the Central station. Adland, 
Stickman’se employer, was later summoned, 
and said the latter had been missing for so 
long that he had asked the police to search 
for him. Watchmen in the railway yards 
near the scene of the accident said that Stick- 
man was drunk at the time and wea driving 
recklessly. 

Stickman who lives at 1576 West Madison 
street, said that, blinded by the fog, he had 
lost his way. ;

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JAPAN IS BUSY 


IN ABTS OF WAR. 


British Expert Says Arsenals 
and Shipyards Are Active 
Night and Day. 


POWER IS KEPT SECRET. 


‘Island Empire Independent of 


World in Manufacture of 
All Its Supplies. 


New York, Dec. 30.—[Special. }—An English 
engineer, at present stopping in New York 
en route from Tokio to London, who for the 
last three years enjoyed peculiar opportun!- 
tion for observation by reason of his business 
relations with the Japanese war office, today 
gave some facts concerning Japan’s reserve 
war strength and its arsenal and shipyard 
production. 

Since the war, he said, the office in Tokio 
has been as chary of admitting foreigners to 
knowledge of what is being done in the man- 
ufacture of war materia! as during the strug- 
gle. Outside of the possible information 
gathered by secret agents of European war 
offices the world at large has no conception 
of the high pressure work going on in all the 
war supply factories of Japan, nor is any- 
thing known of the facilities these factories 
possess for the scientific production of in- 
struments of war. 

Japan has two military arsenals, employing 
approximately 50,000 workmen. These 
arsenals have extra night shifts. At times 
they run week in ané week out, continuous- 
ly. The empire operates four shipyards and 
naval arsenals. In two of them battleships 
have been built and two more are building. 
Aside from these, there are government steel 
works for the production of armor plate and 
material for big guns, a government powder 
factory, two auxiliary private shipyards and 
@rydocks capable of being used for war pur- 
poses within twenty-four hours. 

This in a mass is the potential war equip- 
ment of Japan. Throughout all the works 
there is at present not one foreigner, neither 
teacher nor workman. The gates ae closed 
to every Japanese who is not in the em- 
ploy of the government. 


Glimpse of Navy Yards. 


The navy yards at Kure, on an inland sea, 


~ @fe the largest and best equipped in Japan. 


Today there are between 85,000 and 90,000 
machinists, artisans, and laborers living 
there. The keel of a battliship can be laid 
@own at Kure and the whole vegesel built with 
no importation either of machinery or arma- 
ment. 

At the present time a sister ship Of the bat- 
tieship Satsuma, recently launched at the 
Yokosuku nawal yards, which is larger than 
the Dreadnought, ts ~under construction 
ig the Kure shipyards. The Kure naval 
areenal, employing over 3,000 men, makes 
guns of all sizes from three inches totwelve. 

Besides big guns for the navy the Kure 
arsenals soon will be ready to turn out heavy 
rifies and disappearing guns for land forti- 
fications. A epecial plant installed within the 
year already has been at work on artillery. 

The Ydkosuka naval yards, next in size, 
are situated on Yokohama bay, about fifteen 
miles from the city of Yokohama. The Yoko- 
suka yards comprise a shipbuilding plant, 
three dry docks, machine repairing shops, 
and a torpedo factory, the only one in Japan. 
The Yokosuka yards turn out engines and 
boilers for all war vessels now being con- 
structed by Japan in her own yards. The 
Miyabera boiler, the invention of a Japanese 
naval officer, is said by expert shipbuilders 
to be the finest of its «ind. 


Largest Arsenal at Tokio. 

The largest military arsenal in Japan !s at 
Tokio. Here there is a complete plant for 
the manufacture of small arms, field artil- 
lery, cavalry equipment, and cartridges. 
The Tokio arms manufactory employs about 
10,000 hands. Branches of this arsenal are 
at Nagoya, halfway between Tokio and 
Kobe. A new arsenal just completed about 
ten miles north of the capital employs about 
5,000 ‘men. At the present time with the 
equipment that has been installed at Tokio 
500 of these rifles can be turned out in a 


The shell works at Tokio have a daily ca- 
pacity of 600 three inch shells for field pieces 
with fuses complete. This plant was in- 
stilled during the war, and an addition to it 
ia projected. 

Fuse works with a daily capacity of 1,100 
fuses for shells of three inches to twelve 
inches is now working ir. conjunction with 
the Tokio arsenal. 

Cartridge works operated in conjunction 
with the arms manufactory at Tokio sup- 
ply the entire Japanese army. The powder 
used is of Japanese manufacture. To this 
lst of shipyards, arsenals, powder works, 
and torpedo stations there must be added as 
reserve forces of ‘Japan’s poteritial war 
strength two great private dockyards—the 
Kowaseki- at Kobe and the Mitsui Bishi at 

i. Both are equipped with dry docks, 
machine shops, and machinery necessary to 
remodél or repair the largest veseels. 

It is evident, according to this engineer, 
that Japan is intent-upon making Herself in- 


... dependént of the world in‘ censtruction and 


equipment of-her naval forces. At the pres- 
ent time there are now under construction, or 
about to be laid down, in government yards 
three battleships, nyne armored cruisers, and 
ten fast cruisers. 


New Program of Expansion. 

“ Before I left. Tokio,”’ said the engineer, 
“ft was the general consensus of opinion 
among naval designers that the new program 
of naval expansion should provide a battle- 
ship squadron of eight ships of the strongest 
and newest types; two armored cruiser 
squadrons of eight ships each, and three fast 
Cruiser squadrons of four ships each. 

-“The diet has appropriated 100,000,000 yen 

($50,000,000) for the improvement of the Jap- 
anese navy. I believe people outside of 
Japan do not realize what.a tremendous 
activity the government is putting forth to 
secure armed defense. Nor is it generally 
known that even with the tremendous ex- 
pense incurred by war weighing her down 
Japan as a possible opponent is today no 
minus quantity.’’

@isease, diagnosed by the medical profession 
as “gastric influenza,” has come as an ac- 
companiment of the Christmas festivities. 
Experte maintain thet the influenza always 
attacks the weakest spot in its victim. It has 
been suggested that the present scourge 
owes its origin to a too liberal indulgence in 
plum pudding and mince pies, yet this view 
ig not held by ali doctors. 

“There are two forms of influenza.” sald 
@® physician. “ The ordinary kind, with its 
symptoms of fever, headaches, and paine all 
over the body, is an epidemic which attacks 
the organs of digestion. It is the second 
kind which is so prevalent at present. Wwe 
are treating on an average fifty cases a day. 
The symptoms are violent gastric pains, 
sickness, rise in temperature, followed. by 
collapse. The only cure is warmth and rest. 

“We cannot take these cases in the hos- 
pitais, as patients are not sufficiently 11 to 
allow it, but we send the patients home, with 
directions to remaim in bed and recommend 
isolation of other members of the family.”

SHAH SIGNS REFORM PLAN 


PERSIA’S NEW CONSTITUTION BE- 
COMES A REALITY. 


Ruler and Crown Prince AMix Signua- 
tures to Code, Including Establish- 
ment of Partly Elective Senate and 
Financial Control of Government 
by Lower House of Parliament—Son 
of Ruler Promises Not to Dissolve 
Assembly for Two Years. 


TEHERAN, Deo. 30.—The shah and t1¢6 
crown prince signed the new constitution at 
10 o'clock this morning. The constitution in- 
cludes the establishment of a partly elective 
senate and financial control of the govern- 
ment by the lower house of parliament. 

The signature of the new code is the climax 
of the shah’s action in January last when 
he granted his people a share in the govern- 
ment. The new parliament met on Oct. 7 
with a great deal of ceremony and was wel- 
comed by his majesty the shah, who pre- 
sided over the first session. The assembly 
continued ite work from time to time and the 
new scheme of rule is the result. 


Parliament to Meet Annually. 

Under the royal decree parliament will 
meet annually hereafter for the purpose of 
revising old laws and edicts and enacting new 
ones as they may be required. 

The parliament will fix its own compensa- 
tion, reorganize methode of rule, and provide 
for important reforms in administration. 
This will mean a radical departure, as under 
the absolute despotism of the old system the 
government was conducted by a grand vizier 
or prime minister and other officials appoint- 
ed by the shah and responsible only to him. 


Provision for Voting. 

Under the new order all Persians of the 
male sex between the ages of 30 and 70 who 
are not In the service of the state and who 
have never been convicted of a crime are 
entitled to vote for members of the cham- 
ber of deputies. 

The crown prince signed a separate docu- 
ment in which he promised not to dissolve 
the present parliament for two years. 

The shah sat up today, but wae extremely 
weak. He has taken no solid food since Sat- 


urday. 


ARMS IN CUBA CAUSE STIR. 


Landing of Rifles and Machine Guns 
Sets Troops on Vain Search— 
No Clash Imminent.

One theory is they were 
bought In New York by Mendoza Capote and 
Freyre Andrado Frias, deposed moderate 
officeholders, who went there immediat-ly 
after Palma’s downfall, to prepare a revolu- 
tion against the prospective new liberal re- 
public, it is popularly supposed. 

Another theory is the arms were purchased 
by the late liberal junta in New York and 
shipped too late to be used in the movement. 
If thie latter is true the arms now are in pos- 
session of negroes, who are the most restless 
of all. 

The cause of the activity of the American 
military authorities, hitherto considered mys- 
terious in the light of Magoon’s statement 
that there was no fear of an uprising in Cuba, 
is thus explained and the reason Washington 
officials tmagined the situation was grave is 
made clear. 

A clash between any Cuban and United 
States troops is remote. Their relations are 
good. The natives now are plotting against 
each other. 


RAISULI TO EMBROIL POWERS. 


Bandit’s Intention to Stir Up More 
Trouble if Possible by Joining 
with Pretender. 


TANGIER, Morocco, Dec. 30.—It ie cur- 
rently reported here that the German flag 
is about to be hoisted over Raisuli’s strong- 
hold at Zinat. It is said to be the bandit’s 
intention to endeavor to embroil the powers 
in the meantime by joining forces with the 
pretender. On the other hand, however, it 
is stated that Zinat has been sold to a Ger- 
man commercial firm which intends to enter 
into possession _when Raisuli retires. 

When he learned of his expulsion from Mo- 
rocco, Raisuli sent his family and fortune 
to the inaccessfble mountainous headquar- 
ters of the Beni Arrop tribe, while he re- 
mained at Zinat, prepared to follow at any 
moment in the event of an attack. 

Ben Ghazi, the new pasha of Tangier, has 
released Ben Mansour, Raisuli’s representa- 
tive, and other prisoners. Ben Mansour has 
openly joined the war minister, and other 
former partisans of Raisuli have also de- 
serted him, but a large body of followers is 
said to be assembling among the Beni Arros 
tribe. 


FRANCE TO HONOR M’CORMICK. 


Will Confer Cordon of Legion of Honor 
on Ambassador in Apprecia- 
tion of Services. 


PARIS, Dec. 30.—The French government 
intends, as a mark of appreciation of Am- 
bassador McCormick's services in further- 
ing the cordial relations between France and 
the United States, to confer on him the 
Grand Cordon of the Legion of Honor. Gen. 
Horace Porter is the only American ambassa- 
dor who has received this high distinction. 
Among those who will be decorated at the 
New Year will be Victorien Sardou, who will 
receive the Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honor after a theatrical career of thirty 
years. 

It is semi-officially announced that Jules 
Cambon, the French minister to Spain, will 
be traneferred from Madrid to the post at 
Berlin, replacing M. Bihourd, who retires.

PARIS, Dec. 30.—It is announced that the 
ancient bishopric of Lucon has been trans- 
ferred to La Roche-sur-Yon, thus closing 
one page of the religious history of France.

Today it is the 
law and must be obeyed.” 

One of the soberest opinions is voiced by 
the Gil Blas, which says that if complete 
harmony existed between the pope and the 
French clergy the situation long ago would 
have wrougnt disturbance, but the pope’s 
will hurt French Catholics. Rome’s orders 
will be obeyed, but against the wills of the 
clergy and the episcopacy. It is not with 
enthusiasm but with sorrow and resigna- 
tion that the French church obeyed its chief. 
Therein is perceived the frailty of pontifical 
authority. It no longer depends on the ad- 
hesion of conscience and hearts but solely 
on the fear of Roman thunder. ' 

Catholics are at the same time French, and 
when it is still better understood that the 
pope no longer requires mere obedience to 
the faith but open rebellion against the 
country’s laws, which will also be against 
the true interests of religion, there will be a 
revolt “of French esnscience. The pope's 
error is tn his misconstructing the French 
spirit, the awakening of which will be the 
ruin of all his plans, 


No Surprise at Vatican. 


ROME, Dec. 30.—The approval by the 
French senate on Saturday of the amended 
separation law did not cause surprise at the 
vatican, such an outcome having been ex- 
pected. What the holy see now awaits is the 
application of the law, during which the pope 
will issue an address to French Catholics, 
but when this will be done or in what form 
has not been decided. The pope is reported 
to have said today: 

“Our prayers are for the assistance of 
the whole Catholic world for the French 
clergy in order to help them through persecu- 
tion to final victory.” 

Cardinal Tripepi. who died on Saturday, 
left the whole of his patrimony, amounting 
to $1,000,000, to the pope. 

Clericale and anti-clericals participated in 
two processions at Milan, one in favor of 
the French Catholics and the other in favor 
of the French government. 


Ireland Defends Church. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 30.—Archbishop 
Ireland spoke at the Immaculate Conception 
church this evening on the church separation 
law now being enforced in France to an im- 
méense audience.” The archbishop’s sermon 
was in defense of the church in France in its 
struggle against the government. The arch- 
bishop denied that the church is opposed to 
the law of separation, but declared that It 
must be a fair separation, carrying with it 
the liberty and. justice that separation 
means in this country. 


Washington Catholics Act. 

Washington, D.*C., Dec. 30.—A massmeet- 
ing was held here tonight to condemn the 
action of the French government in confis- 
cating the property of the Catholic church. 
The meeting was held in Columbia theater, 
and some of the most prominent citizens and 
religious workers in this city were in attend- 
ance. Resolutions deploring the action of 
the French government were adopted.

Cleveland, O., Dec. 30.—Resolutions deplor- 
ing the action of France toward the Roman 
Catholic church in that country were adopted 
at a massmeeting tonight of the Federation 
of Catholic:Societies. 


Boston Catholics Protest.

1,000 CHICAGO JEWS ATTEND 
MEETING OF KNIGHTS OF ZION. 


Reception and Pub’:c Gathering at 
West Side Auditorium Features of 
Convention, Which Ends Tomorrow. 


A reception to the delegates and a mass- 
meeting in connection with the ninth annual 
convention of the western branch of the 
Order of Knights of Zion were held last 
evening at the West Side auditorium, Cen- 
ter avenue and West Taylor street. 

The object of the massmeeting was to 
arouse interest in the Zionist movement, and 
more than 1,000 Chicago Jews attended. As- 
sistant State's Attorney Leon Zolotko’”, 
grand master of the western branch of Zion- 
ists, presided.

LONDON, Dec. :30.—In an interview today 
Israel Zangwill gave emphatic denial to a 
report that a scheme was afoot to establish 
a colony of Jews from Russia in the neighbor- 
hood of Galveston.

New York, Dec. 30,—[{Special.)—William 
Thaw, the Pittsburg millionaire, once pre- 
dicted that John D. Rockefeller, who now 
has so much money it is a burden to him, 
would make a business failure of his life. 
Mr. Rockefeller told the story himself today. 
After a session of his Fifth Avenue Baptist 
church bible class he said & few things in 
regard to the progress of success. 

“Has John D, Rockefeller made 4 suc- 
cess?’ was asked among some of the mem- 
bers of the class. Then they agreed the 
multimillionaire had not made a failure, 

When the question was put to him directly 
and he was asked whether he had made a 
success, the old millionaire laughed. 

“That all came about from affetter I re- 
ceived from a Lutheran ministe the west 
a few days ago,’ he said. “An incident 
happened half a century ago which he re- 
membered and wrote and told me about. 

“IT was coming from Cleveland on a train 
with Willlam Thaw of Pittsburg. He wasa 
fine man, well vérsed in business affairs, and 
interested in railroads. I° advocated the 
centralization of various roads under one 
head. I considered it then as I do now, the 
best thing for the roads and the public. I 
had forgotten about the conversation until 
the letter from the Lutheran minister re- 
called it to my mind. 

“The minister wrote that after I had left 
the train Mr. Thaw remarked that I was a 
young man who would make a financial 
failure of my life because my ideas were 
too extravagant.”

“TI cannot give you anything original,” he 
replied, ‘‘ but, as Lamartine, the French poet 
says, ‘I have seeti- very lIlttle evil in fhe 
world, and only rethember the good.’ He 
said the world is getting better’each day.” 

“Then the criticism you have had hurled 
at you has not made you pessimistic?’ he 
was asked. 

“ Not in the least,”’ he replied. *“1 do not 
mind tt much personally, for I know the peo- 
ple do not understand.

win Experiment with 
Then with Human Beings, to Prove 
Correctness of His Belief. 


Prof. John B. Watson, the Chicago univer- 
sity instructor, has announced that he will 
pursue nis experiments to determine the 
sixth sense in animals and men. to the larger 
@nimals, ameng them monkeys and even 
human beings. The latter, however, he does 
not propose to make blind as he has rats. 

His experiments up to the present have 
been made by removing the eyeballs of rats, 
their sense of smell, hearing, and taste. and 
to some extent their sense of feeling. His 
first continued experiments will be with car- 
rier pigeons. 

Dr. Watson has been conducting his experi- 
ments with rats for the last two years, hav~ 
ing built in the university psychological 
Jaboratory a labyrinth 6x8 feet in size, with 
a true passageway four inches wide a--d forty 
feet long. Placing food, which has always 
been milk soaked bread, in the center, he has 
turned the rats loose to findtheir way. From 
seven to twenty trial@ are usually necessary 
before the rats discover the route. 


Remove Eyeballs from Rats. 

After they have become familiar with the 
way, he has removed their eyebalis, but they 
have had.no difficulty in locating the food. 
Rats, deprived of their eyesight, who have 
never before been over the route, have located 
the food with as much ease as those possess- 
ing eyesight. Then the animals have been 
deprived of their sense of hearing and of 
emell, and they have located the food. 
Changes in temperature and air pressure 
have made no difference. It hase been im- 
possible to deprive the rodents entirely of 
the sense of touch in their feet without par- 
alyzing them. 

By changing: the position of the box at 
right angles, it hae been found that the rats 
became confused, although they ultimately 
found the correct royte. From these facts 
Dr. Watson has condiluded that the animals 
must have a sixth sense. 


Same Treatment for Pigeons. 

Dr. Watson is planning to use practically 
the same labyrinth in testing the carrier 
pigeons, concerning whose ‘* sense of direc- 
tién "' many marvelous stories have been 
told. He is training several monkeys now 
for use in the experiments, and later these 
will lose their eyes, hearing, and other 
senses. By bilindfolding them, stopping 
their ears, and by other means Dr. Watson 
Bays he will be able to deprive men, tempo- 
rarily, of all their senses axcept that of 
touch, through their feet, and this latter can 
be overcome by an uneven floor. 

“ Many facts go to show that aborigines 
exercised a sense of direction independent 
of their five senses,’ ‘said Dr. Watson last 
night, ‘‘and if the same results obtain in 
these additionel experiments as those with 
the rats, we would seem justified in assert- 
ing that there is a sixth sense.’ 

“Some of the most vital discoveries in med- 
leine have.been reached through vivisection, 
and the investigations Dr. Watson is making 
are of the greatest interest and scientific 
importance,’’ said Acting President Harry 
Pratt Judson. ‘I am sure there is no cruelty 
involved, although we leave such questions 
to the various departments.”’ 

Dr. Watson says that the rats suffer no 
paih and apparently no inconvenience in 
the lose of their eyesight, and that they are 
as healthy after as before the operation.

On the 
count’s return from the last of his expedi- 
tions into Asia in search of the origin of 
the Huns—e search, by the bye, which ex- 
tended to a remote portion of Bokhara, where 
ruins of Hun settlements were found, but 
all further trace lost—he was invited to dé- 
jeuner by the kaiser at Potsdam.

BIBLIOMANIA AND BUNKO. 

Another woman with a grievance, and 
with a just one, has gone to court. She 
is a victim of what has been called the de 
luxe edition habit. In her case, as usual- 
ly in such cases, the habit involved not 
the ordinary de luxe editions which any- 
body may afford by the practice of econo- 
my elsewhere but the autographed, extra 
illustrated, and specially bound editions 
prepared for such gullibles as are willing 
to pay $1,000 a volume and think it a bar- 
gain. The present victim soon discovered 
that she had been grossly misled, that the 
books were not rare, but were easily pro- 
curable, and that her precious set of vol- 
umes was made up of an edition in com- 
mon use, with the title page changed, a 
little more expensive binding put on, and 
eertain gaudy illustrations added. 

This is so common a trick and has been 
so often exposed that it is the source of 
constant wonder that it succeeds so regu- 
larly. Apparently people with more 
money than judgment can never learn that 
fancy bindings and so-called extra illus- 
trations add comparatively Ittle to the 
value of a book. To the world at large 
the mania of a book collector is not easily 
comprehensible, but the bibliomaniac, who 
usually knows his business, has at least 
the defense that even if he buys with no 
more laudable motive than the acquisition 
of a good bargain he has made a_profit- 
able financial investment—for there are 
thousands of others as infatuated as he 
who will more than repay him for the 
money he has expended. Your crazy book 
hunter may be a maniac, but he is no fool. 
“Though this be madness, yet there is 
method in ’t.” 

But the easy mark for the conscience- 
less de luxe edition publisher is the rich 
man—or more frequently woman-—who 
contracts to pay a fabulous price for 
books that are neither rare nor valuable 
but at the best are vulgarly glittering. If 
' the unhappy purchaser can eventually re- 
alize 10 per cent of the investment he may 
esteem himself fortunate. He has been 
fooled by an oily tongued agent who has 
not scrupled to perpetrate one of the most 
successful confidence games devised for a 
more even distribution of wealth. The 
victim usually meekly accepts his fate and 
finally learns his lesson, but occasionally 
the worm turns and a lawanit is the re- 
sult. Whatever the legal merits of such 
disputes, it is safe to lay down the general 
rule that expert advice shonld be taken 
before signing book subscription contracts. 
When in doubt do not despise the biblio- 
maniac, for his mania never causes him to 
lose sight of the financial value of a 


dollar.

An investigating committee of the bus- 
ifess men of Atlanta has been at work 
to discover, if possible, the real facts 
connected with the race riot there some 
months ago.

THE GREAT DEAD OF 1906. 

The weerology’ of one year differs little 
from that of any other in the record of 
great names lost te the world. Leaders in 
yariou® departments of work and thought 
drop out, their places are quickly sup- 
plied, and the work and thought go on 
without interruption. ‘The record of 1906 
seems conspicnous for the loss of these 
leaders, but. when compared with the rec- 
ord of previous years it will be found 
there is little difference. 

The educational world has lost two 
prominent representatives—President Har- 
per of the University of Chicago, a 
man of exceptional scholarship and ex- 
ecutive ability, and Prof. Nathaniel 8S. 
Shaler of Harvard, the geologist, who 
added great literary talent to ability in 
original investigation. Literature has 
lost a few prominent names, among 
them Paul Laurence Dunbar, the negro 
poet, whose charming dialect lyrics 
met with great success; Henrik "Ibsen, 
poet, dramatist, essayist, and greatest of 
Scandinavian thinkers and writers: Pearl 
Mary Teresa Craigie, the favorite Eng- 
lish povelist; and Jeremiah Curtin. who 
was an exceptionally accomplished lin- 
guist and an admirable translator, espe- 
cially of Slavic and Russian literature. 

The world of art has lost a few great 
Mames, among them the two veteran 
American portrait painters Eastman John- 
son and Danie! Huntington; Jules Breton. 
one of the best-of the modern school of 
French figure and “ seapegn painters; and 
Fritz Thaulow, a Notwegian artist whose 
canal and winter scenes are familiar in 
all art galleries. Music has lost but two 
prominent representatives—John Knowles 
Paine, professor of music at Harvard, in 
most respects the foremost of American 
composers, though his work, written in the 
classical spirit, is even better known in 
Burope than in this country, and Man- 
wel Garcia, who rounded out a century of 
age and almost as many years devoted 
to teaching. The only great actress wh.» 
has passed away was Adelaide Ristori, the 
Italian artist, who in her time was a rivra! 
ef Rachel.

A NEW ERA OF RAIL CONSTRUCTION. 

Statistics show that the existing severe 
and widespread congestion of traffic pre- 
vails in the midst of one of the greatest 
periods of railway construction in the his- 
tory of the United States. There have 
been added to American railways during 
1906 6,067 miles. Only during two years 
of the remarkable era of railway building 
in the eighties and. early nineties did the 
| number of miles constructed exceed this. 

In 1887 12,982 miles were built, and in 

1888 7,106 miles. There are notable dif- 
ferences between the general conditions 
and the objects aimed at by railway heads 
in the two eras of railway development 
which may be expected to cause the pres- 
ent one to bring in its train widely dir- 
ferent results from those which followed 
the earlier one.

Ag &@ result the resignations from the 
service have increased at’ an alarming rate 
and the standard of men going into the serv- 
ice hag greatly deteriorated in thé last fiscal 
year... |; 

Mr. Hitchcock's report shows. that of about 
20,000 clerks in first and second class: of- 
fices in the grades ranging from $600 to 
$1,000, 2,340, or about 12.8 per cent, resigned 
during the year. Of 23,000 letter carriers at- 
tached to these offices, 601 or about 2.6 per 
cent, left the service.

Recommends Longer Vacations. 

The suggestion is made.that a’ fixed rate 
of 30 cents an hour be paid for ail substitute 
work. 

It ls proposed to grant thirty days’ annual 
leave to’clerks and carriers, instead of fifteen 
days as at present, thus placing them on an 
equality. with other government employés. 

Suspension of employés.is not favored by 
Hitchcock.. He urges that’ this system be 
abolished. He. says: - 

“The effect of suspension on an employé 
is rote but beneficial, When.his duties 
have to be. performed: ‘by ‘an ‘inexperienced 
substitute, ae.is frequently the case, it works 
a detriment to the service as well. 

“No employé should be suspended except 
for a flagrant offense, such as intoxication. 
and then the period of suspension should be 
as brief as possibile.” 


KING EDWARD MAY VISIT U.’S. 


Member of British Parliament Says 
English Ruler Would: Be De- 
lighted to See America, 


New York, Dec. 30.—Capt. Kincaid Smith, 
member of parllament for the southwestern 
division of Warwickshig and captain of the 
Ninth lancers, British army, arrived here on 
the steamship Caronia. Speaking of the se- 
jection of Mr. Bryce for the British ambassa- 
dorship In this country, Capt. Smith said that 
he thought thé appointment an excellent one, 
Bryce being a man who could be classed 
along with such’ men as Joseph H. Choate 
and the present American ambassador White- 
law Reid. 

Capt. Smith thought that it would be a 
good thing for both the English and Amer- 
ican nations if an exthange of visits bet ween 
King Hawiard and Presiderit Roosevelt could 
be arranged. ; 

‘* Outside of the king,’’ said Capt. Smith, 
“President Roosevelt is the most popular 
man in England today and if such a visit 
could be arranged he would be sure of a tre- 
mendous welcome. I feel, sure that when 
King Edward visits Canada, as he will do 
shortly, he would be delighted to come on 
here.”’ 


HURT; GETS $100,000 DAMAGES 


Decision in California Case Said to Set 
New High Record for This 
Country. 


Fresno, Cal., Dec. 80.—Williard Zibbell, a 
racehorse man, was awarded $100,000 dam- 
ages against the Southern Pacific railroad.

Failure to Play Tennis or Ride 
with ‘President and Wom- “ 
an’s Tongue Blamed. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 80.—Now that Sir 
Mortimer Durand, the retiring British am- 
bassador, is well on his way home, his friends 
here show ‘a little le#s reluctance in dis- 
cussing the recall of this influential diplomat, 
whose departure has left a larger gap in the 
official and social life of Washington than 
perhaps. any other foreigner ever sent here 
as representative of a nation. 

Most people here who are acquainted with 

Sir Mortimer and with his standing and ac- 
complishmeris in the line of duty believe the 
government at London has treated him 
most unfairly in taking him out of the diplo- 
matic service entirely. 
. Despite the statement made by the British 
foreign office in November, when the fact 
of the retirement of Sir Mortimer became 
public, to the effect that his departure from 
Washington was due to his own personal 
and urgent request, his friends do not think 
that this was the case at all, and that the 
simple fact was that the British government 
felt that Sir Mortimer was not making any 
progress here. 

This feeling can scarcely find substanti- 
ation in Washington, although it is freely 
said that President Roosevelt does not like 
Sir Mortimer, and officials who know haye 
never ventured to discourage such state- 
ments. 

The relations between the president and 
Baron von Sternburg and M.' Jusserand, the 
French ambassador, became well known in 
England and caused perturbation in the 
London foreign office. Perhaps the fact 

at the French ambassador played tennis 

the White house did not cause as much 
worry as the circumstantial story which 
went all through Europe last spring that 
President Roosevelt addressed the German 
ambassador as ‘‘ Speck." 

This brought an effect in Germany, as well 
as elsewhere, and German papers expressed 
their disapproval that President Roosevelt 
should address the kaiser’s personal repre- 
| sentative in such familiar terms. But the 
’German foreign office was doubtless well 
pleased, and anything that would cause 
gratification to Berlin would cause dissatis- 
faction to just as. gréat an extent in London. 


Misquoted Speech One Cause. 

Another thing which undoubtedly caused 
agitation to Great Britain and which con- 
tributed, possibly materially, to the recall 
of Sir Mortimer was.a misquoted speech 
made by President Roosevelt to a gathering 
of German war veterans at the White house 
last April. The president on that occasion 
eulogized the Germans and paid a flattering 
tribute to the kaiser. Toward the end of his 
remarks he was quoted in the British press 
as saying: 

“ The ties which unite Germany and the 
United States are many and close, and it 
must be the prime object of our statesman- 
ship to knit the two nations closer together.” 
As a matter of fact the president said that it 
must “‘ be a prime object’ to bring the two 
nations closer together. 

The misuse of the article “ the’ for “a’’ 
before. the word prime meant much. It 
made a.deciaration that the policy of the 
United States was to cultivate the friend- 
ship of Germany regardless of other nations. 
The statesmen in London could well be ap- 
prehensive if the president had declared that 
the most important duty of American states- 
manship was to get closer to Germany. 


Lady Susan Townley to Blame? 

Lady Susan Townley, to whom the recall 
of the ambassador has been attributed, may 
or may not have used her influence in Eng- 
land. But her enmity to the Durands was 
well known and those who know have not the 
faintest doubt that upon her return to Eng- 
land Lady Susan: carried on the same sort 
of propaganda against Sir Mortimer and his 
family as. she did in Washington. 

Anything Lady Susan might have said 
would tend to confirm opinions formulated 
previously that Baron von Sternburg and 
his horseback riding with the president, and 
M. Jusserand with his tennis racket were 


getting ahead of the British ambassador in 
the race for American friendship and favor. 

Them there is a political end to be consid- 
ered. Sir Mortimer was given his place here 
by Lansdowne and a conservative govern- 
ment. The liberals are now in control and 
had no such particular interest in Sir Morti- 
mer as had the previous government.

Boat Sena Not Under Law. 

It is-a fact, however, that the percentage 
of boats owned by the railroads is smal! in 
comparison with the total amount of ton- 
nage. This ownership will not be disturbed 
by the section In the new interstate commerce 
law prohibiting railroads from having any 
interest in property they transport. The 
only control congress gave to the interstate 
commerce commission over water carriers 
arises in connection with the establishment 
of through routes and joint rates. 

The law states its provisions shall apply to 
carriers by railroad and carriers partly by 
railroad and partly by water, when both are 
used under a common control, management, 
or arrangement. That is to say, ifa rail or 


water line should associate together in mak-. 


ing up a joint route and a through rate, then 
the commission has power to consider any 
complaint that may be madeagainstit. But 
over water carriage without railroad con- 
nection the commission has no supervision. 

Rallroads in some sections of the country 
have organized lines of steamboats to com- 
pete with other river lines for the purpose 
of destroying this method of transportation, 
and as soon as they succeed the railroad rates 
are increased. It ie even feared by some 
independent operators that this practice will 
be successful on the lakes, though now a 
working arrangement between railroads and 
water carriers is said to exist. 


May Bring Waterways Law. 

The authorities expect the t of Mr. 
Garfield’s investigations will be to show 
congress the necessity of legislation which 
will prevent the railroads from engaging in 
the business of lake and river traneporta- 
tion. So long as the railroads can destroy 
traffic by this means, so long will they be 
enabled to fix rates without much regard to 
natural conditions. 

It is recognized that the waterways rep- 
resent the potential means of competition. 
But under the present railroad poliey either 
to acquire control of canals themselves or to 
establish steamship lines, waterways are of 
comparatively little importance in the de- 
termination of rates.

James J. Corbett, ex-champion; heavy- 
weight pugilist, at present as far removed 
from the game as it ie possible for an actor 
to be, arrived in town yesterday and began 
@ week's engagement at a local theater in his 
new play. 

Although Jim has renounced the ring for 
the stage, he keeps in touch with matters 
relating to.,pugilism. Speaking of the heavy- 
weight situation, he said: “To my way of 
thinking Jeffries still is the boss, and despite 
he has not fought in two years. I believe, 
however, it will injure the game if he fights 
that Australian, Bill Squires, before Squirées 
has shown the stuff hé is made of. It would 
be am excellent idea for those Nevada fight 
promoters to pit Squires against Kaufmann, 
O’Brien, Burns, or some other Americar 
heavyweight, and if he demonstrates he can 
fight good enough to give Jim a whirl, why, 
then let them have it out. 

“ Suppose Jeff meets the Australian and 
puts him away in one punch, won't the spec- 
tators think they have been bunkoed out of 
their money? Of course, I am still a loverof 
the game and would notlike to see it go to 
hades because of poor matchmaking. I do 
not blame Jeff for trying to get the money, 
and I wish the. big purses had been flying 
around when I was at the top of the heap. 
Would I get some of it? Well; search me.” 

Of Jack O’Brien and Tommy Burne Cor- 
bett said: ‘‘I think that young fellow Burns 
is a better fighter than he has been credited. 
I know O’Brien is one of the cleverest men 
of his weight and inches in the business, and 
I, like numerous others, thought he would 
beat Burns. But I guess that punch Tommy 
landed on his nose in the early part of the 
fight had much to do with the result. While 
I am not taking any credit away from Burns, 
I still think O’Brien is the better mam Jack 
seemed so anxious to grab that return match, 
and you know he thinks more of his reputa- 
tion than he does of money. He must-be un- 
der the impression Burns will not be able 
to land another punch that will compel him to 
hotfoot around the ring. That is how I 
look at it. 

“I believe it would be better for the game 
if: Jeff. would reénter the ring against an 
Amerioan. Of course, he would be too much 
for any man in sight at present, but it would 
instill new life into the sport. After Jeff 
trims our best man and Squires cleans up 
ome of our heavyweights then the sporting 
world would be eager for an internationa! 
heavyweight championship battle, something 
new among big fellows in this country.” 

John L. Sullivan’s talk of meeting either 
Jake Kilrain or Charlie Mitchell in a four 
round tilt was broached, but Corbett would 
have nothing to say regarding it.
